How the Case Stands. 



Without either tho time or inclination 
to engage in the unprofitable and dis- 
agreeable occupation commonly known 
as -'contending with a sweep," we 
have, nevertheless, felt it to bo our 
duty to revert to a subject involving such 
momentous interests and in respect of 
which tho most persistent and unsciu- 
pulous efforts are being made to mis- 
lead the public mind. The account 
already given in theso columns of what 
transpired at Ottawa between tho Ca- 
nadian Premier and Mr. Walkem is 
perfectly correct; nor was our informa- 
tion derived from any such obscure, 
second-hand source as has been inti- 
matod. Tho first act may fairly be pre- 
sented thus: 

[ First day's interview between the Cana- 
dian Premier and the Columbia mission- 
ary. J 

Mr. Walkem.— Well, what do you 
now propose to do? 

Mr. Mackenzie. — We do not intend 
making any proposals of any sort. If 
you have any to make I will listen. 

Mr. Walkem. — But you surely havo 
something to say ! 

Mr. Mackenzie: — No, not a word. 
You have chosen to set aside our pro- 
posals on a merely technical objection, 
and you can now do exactly what you 
like, and we will do what wo think is 
right. 

[Mr. Walkem took offence at tho ap- 
plication of the term "technical," to 
his act. but soon regained his good 
humour.] 

Mr. Walkem. — Do you think it is a 
statesmanlike course to say nothing and 
propose nothing? 

Mr. Mackenzie. — Possibly not; but 
we make no pretensions to statesman 
ship hero. We are plain business 
men, and mean what we say. 

Mr. Walkem. — [Rising from his seat 
and displaying to their utmostj extent 
his gigantic propositions of five feet 
nothing in his boots, seemingly con- 
scious of the terrible import of tho 
words.] If you havo nothing to say and 
nothing to offer.it is my duty to inform 
you that I go to London to lay the 
matter before Her Majesty's Govern 
ment! 

Mr. Mackenzie. — Very well. Wo 
shall at once prepare a Minute of 
Council introducing you in England, 
and we will be glad to forward your 
object in visiting tho capital other 
wise. 

Thus ended the interview. Mr. Mac 
kenzie deemed it utterly useless to dis- 
cuss publi 3 matters with Mr Walkem af- 
ter the course he took with Mr. Edgar. 
He (Mr. Walkem) received him (Mr. 
Edgar) in his official capacity, discuss- 
ed tho matter which formed the ob 
ject of his mission, suggested various 
things, and otherwise by word and 
act recognising his official status; but 
whenever Mr. Mackenzie, determining 
to como to a practical conclusion, di- 
rected a proposition to be made, he 
wriggled out of it by a trilling techni- 
cal quibble. Learning that Mr. Wal- 
kem had taken umbrage at Mr. Ed- 
gar's going to tho Hon. Dr. Helmcken 
and other prominent persons uncon- 
nected with the Government, Mr. 
Mackenzie read to him Mr. Edgar's 
instructions, showing that ho was in- 
structed to visit all parties in and out 
of office, and all parts of the Province. 
Mr. Walkem expressed surprise at this, 
wheroupon ho was informed.jthat the 
Dominion Government wero dealing 
with the Peoplo of Columbia, whom 
they wero anxious to servo and concil- 
iate as far as possible. The remainder 
of tho story is soon told. Tho "cre- 
dentials," which were in reality sug- 
gested by Mr. Mackenzie, wero pre- 
pared with all possible dispatch and 
placed in Mr. Walkenl's hands. Some 
little time was nocossarily occupied in 
obtaining tho signaturo of tho Govern- 
or-General .who was away fishing, and 
that time was employed by Mr. Wal- 
kem in ^.endoavoring to "draw" tho 
Premier. Nor did ho appear in any 
hurry to depart after recoiving his 
"credentials;" but ho continued to lin- 
ger about tho departments, throwing 
himself in the way of tho Promior by 
every little artifice. At last ho became 
desperate. The mountain would not 
go to Mohammed— Mohammed must 
needs go to the mountain. Going to Mr 
Mackenzie, Mr. Walkem mado him tho 
distinct proposal that if tho terms of- 
fered by Mr. Edgar were guaranteed 
to be carried out he would give up tho 
idea of going to England and return 
to British Columbia. Mr. Mackonzio 
hoard him out and thou said that if ho 
! £>&ao.hia ipropositio'u writing it 



wo aid be considered by tho Govern- 
ment. This Mr. Walkem agreed to do 
and at once left to prepare it. Two 
days, however, elapsed and tho pro- 
mised paper was not forthcoming. He 
snnt in, instead, an expression of his 
own views on Mr. Edgar's proposals! 
Mr. Mackonzio promptly informed him 
that tho Government neither invited 
nor desired a criticism of their policy 
from him, but that they were still will- 
ing to receivo and consider his proff- 
ered proposition. There was now no 
way open to Mr. Walkem but to take 
his' departure for London, which he 
did nine days after having received his 
letter of introduction to Lord Carnar- 
von. Tho foregoing information has 
substantially been placed before our 
readers already; but it seems almost 
necessary to repeat it by way of neu- 
tralizing the local outflow of misrepre- 
sentation; and in doing so wo have to 
assure tho reader of its substantial cor- 
rectness. In a future articlo we may 
indicate (from reliablo information at 
our disposal) tho result of tho submis- 
sion of tho case to Lord Carnarvon, as 
well as the present position of affairs 
and what Mr. Mackonzio stands ready- 
to do.

AN HISTORICAL STEAMER. 



A few Facts About the 
"Beaver. " 



Moro than thirty-nine yoars have pass- 
Ad and a generation of men 
have come and gono since tho Hudson 
Bay Company's stoamor Boavor, whoso 
sale we chroniclod yesterday, floatod with 
tho tido down tho River Thames, through 
the British Channel, and wont out into 
tho open, trackless sea, rounded Capo 
Horn, clove tho placid wators of tko Paci- 
fic Ocean, and anchored at length, aftor a 
passage that lasted 1G3 days, at Astoria, 
on;j Columbia River, then tho chief 
"town" on the Pacific Coast. Built and 
oquippod at a period when tho problom 
of steam marino navigation was yet to bo 
solved, is it any wonder that tho little 
Btoamer which was destined to traverse 
two oceans— one of them scarcely known 
outsido of books of travel — was an object 
of deep and engrossing interest from tho 
day that her keel was first laid until the 
morning when sho passed out of sight 
amidst tho encouraging cheers of thou- 
sands gathered on either shores, and tho 
answering salvoos of her own guns, on 
A long voyage to an unknown soa? 

Titled mon and women watched tho 
progress of construction. King William 
and 160,000 of his loyal subjects witness- 
ed the launch. A Duchess broko tho 
traditional bottle of champagne over tho 
bow and bestowed tho name she has over 
since proudly worn. Tho onginos and 
boilers, built by Bolton & Watt(Watt was 
a son of tho Great Watt) wore placed in 
their proper positions on board, but it 
•was not considered safe to work them on 
the passage; so sho was rigged as a brig 
and oame out under sail. A bark accom- 
panied hor as convoy to assist in case of 
accident; but tho Beaver sot all canvas, 
ran out of sight of her "protector," and 
reached the Columbia 22 days ahead. 
Capt, Home was tha name of tho first 
«omman:ler of the Baaver; ho brought 
her out, and we can well imagine tho 
feeling of prido with which he bestrode 
the dock of his bravo littlo ship, which 
carried C guns — nine-pounders. Tho Bea- 
rer, soon after reaching Astoria, got up 
■team and aftor having "astonished the 
natives" with her performances, sailed up 
to Nisqually, thon the Hudson Bay Co.'s 
chief station on the Pacific. Hero ('apt. 
McNeil (now |Commander of tho Enter- 
prise), took command of tho Beaver, and 
Capt. Home, retiring to ono of tho Com- 
pany's forts on Columbia River, perished 
in 1837 :n Death's Rapids by the upsetting 
of a boat. From that period until the 
steamer passed into tho hands of tho Im- 
perial hydrographers, the history of the 
Beaver was that of most of the Company's 
trading vessels. She ran north and south, 
east and west, collecting furs and carry, 
ing goods to and from tho stations for 
many years. Amongst the best known of 
her ofHoors during that period were Capt. 
Dodds, Capt. Drotohio, Capts. Scarbo- 
rough, Sangster, and others, all of whom 
passed away long sinco, but have loft their 
namos behind them. Wo bolievo wo are 
correct in saying that not a singlo perBon 
who oame out in tho Leaver in 1835 is 
now alive; and nearly all tho Company's 
officers, with a few exceptions, who re- 
ceived hor on hor arrival at Columbia Ri- 
ver, are gono too. 

Yesterday, through tho courtesy of 
Capt. Rudlin (one of hor now owners and 
future commander) wo visited tho old 
ship. On board wo mot tho venorablo 
Capt. Wtu. Mitchell, who has had charge 
of tho vessel for some years. Ho was bus- 
ily engagod in packing his clothes into 
chests preparatory to going ashoro. He 
remembora well tho Beaver in hor early 
days. Erory roorn, evory plank possessoa 
historic interest to him. Ho pointed out 
tho Captain's room, "Just the samo," 
said he, "as when I first saw it in '36. 
There's tho chest of drawers, thero's tho 
bunk, and there's the hook where tho 
Captain's pipe hung, and many's tho 
smoke I've had in these cabins nearly 40 
years ago. Nothing below has been 
changed," continued Capt. Mitchell, "ox- 
sept — oxcept the faces that used to poople 
those rooms in tho days long ago, and" — 

Saintiugto his thin gray looks— "I was a 
oal youuger thon!" He led tho way into 
engine-room chatting pleasantly as ho 
wont and rolatiug incidents connected 
■with the Beavor and her dead people of 
an interesting character which wo mav 
some day give to tho world. Thoro are 
two engines, of 75 horse-power, as bright 
and apparently as littlo worn 'as when 
they that came from tho shop of Bolton & 
"Watt. From some cuddy hole tho Captain 
drew forth the ship's boll, on which was 
inseribod "Beaver, 1835;" then ho show- 
ed .us into tho little forecastle with tho 
hammock-hooks, from which had swung 
two generations of sailors, Htill attached 
to tho timbers. Thon tho main-deck was 
regained and we took lcavo of tho gallant 
old.gontlemau and Capt. Rudlin, who in- 
formed ns that tho Boavor will bo taken 
alongside of Dickson, Campbell & Co.'s 
wharf to-day to undergo tho important 
changes nocessary to tho new trade in 
whioh she will henceforth bo employed.

yards. Tho steel block forming the inner 
tubo was tho largest ever east, weighing 
over twelve tony; whilotho trunnion piece 
weighing about eighteen tons, was tho 
largost forging over produood at tho arse- 
nal. Tho actual cost of this fearful engine 
of war will not fall far short of 312,500.

Mackenzie was abused as a t; aitor to his 
country for proposing to buili'!, as 'early 
as possible j the branch lino from Pembina 
to Fort Garry. True, it was a part of 
tho Maodonald-Cartier scheme. True, it 
was to bo constructed under that soheme 
at tho earliest moment — long, indoijS, bo- 
foro any other section of tho road could 
bo built. But for Mr. Mackenzie to allow 
tho peoplo of Manitoba to havo railway 
communication with tho United States 
was evidence of nothing loss than a deter- 
mination to sell tho country to the Ameri- 
cans. 

This, as it were, but yesterday: to-day 
Mr. Mackenzie is being abused for not 
having, long since, sot tho work on this 
very road in motion. Even had ho relent- 
ed of his base purpose to sell Canada to 
tho Americans, ho would havo got no 
thanks, for, says tho Corruptiomst or- 
gan: — "Tho Government wero wrong in 
not putting in motion long beforo this tho 
machinery necessary for tho construction 
of tho road between Pembina and Fort 
Garry." Mr. Mackonzio had need bo a 
clear-headed man to steer a straight 
course between such diverse counsels. 
Ho is saved from difficulty, howover, 
simply from tho fact that one pioee of ad- 
vice is as dishonest as the other. 

Another complaint mado against him is 
that ho has given only a fortnight's notice 
for tenders, and this is said to be a mat- 
tor to bo "regarded with grave suspicious- 
"ness," whatever that may mean. It will 
bo recollected that during tho late session 
the Promier stated ho would not com- 
mence the Canadian line to Pembina un- 
til he had some assurances that tho Am- 
erican lino coming north to the last nam- 
ed placo was also to bo completed. Tho 
line from tho Saint Paul and Pacific 
Railroad to Pembina is tinishod within 
about 68 miles; of the intervening dis- 
tance 55 miles uro graded and thirteen 
only not trucked. At present we hear no 
rumours of tho American road being pro- 
ceeded with. 

But, meantime, a largo number of im- 
migrants have poured into Manitoba, tho 
grasshoppers havo inflictod a grievous 
loss on many industrious settlors, and 
there is a cry for some help from Ottawa. 
In response Mr. Mackenzie has so far 
deviated from his original intention as to 
issue tenders for the grading of tho road, 
and for the grading only. For this simple 
operation a longur notice was not needed. 
Any contractor can givo his estimate for 
it as soon as ho pleases, Thoro is littlo 
over two months of open weather before 
us, and every week's loss of work would 
bo of importance to those who want to 
put by a little store for winter. Wo nro 
sure that Mr. Mackenzie's promptitude in 
this respect will bo fully and gratefully 
appreciated. — Globe. 



ENGLISH MAIL. 

The English Mail brings papers to 
August the Gth. 

Tho "Standard of August 4th says: 
"A meeting of tho Executive Council 
of tho Agricultural Labourers Union 
was hold at Leamington yesterday; 
Mr, Joseph Arch in the chair. Tho 
following resolutions were passed with 
reference to the crisis in tho Eastern 
Counties: — 'This Committee confirms 
the resolution of the sub-Comittee of 
the 27th July, in reference to tho lock- 
ed out labourers, and are of opinion 
that one week's clear notice should be 
given to each locked-out member be- 
foro withdrawing their support; this 
Committee therefore decides to pay ono 
week more to those locked-out mem- 
bers not in employment. This Com- 
mittee do not feel justified, or in any 
way bound, to givo permanent relief to 
such men as by reason of age or in- 
firmity are unable to migrate and who 
are victimised by the fanners in being 
discharged. This Committee do not 
feel justified in taking upon themselves 
the duties and responsibilities of the 
Poor-law Board.' Several agents of 
companies running steamers from 
England to the Colonies and other 
places, had interviews with tho Exe- 
cutive Committee with reference to 
promoting tho emigration of farm la- 
bourers from the Eastern Counties. 
Cheques were drawn for the relief of 
tho men during tho ensuing week. The 
men, who were with Mr. Taylor at 
Leeds, collected £108 on Saturday and 
Sunday. The men proceeded yester- 
day to Stanningley, where a meeting 
was held." 

From tho same journal wo glean the 
following: "Tho American base ball 
match at Lord's yesterday was a bril- 
liant affair. Tho American champions 
met with an enthusiastic reception 
from the immense crowds upon the 
ground, and their physique was shown 
to be magnificent in their preliminary 
practice. The match was preceded by 
a game of cricket between an Ameri- 
can Eighteen and a Marylebone Elev- 
en, but at three it was suspended in 
favour of the baso ball match. Tho 
Boston players made a fino scoro of 24 
to the Athletics' 7." 

During the second quarter of 187-1 
!)2,7i(5 emigrants sailed from the vari- 
ous ports of the United Kingdom. Of 
these, 77,290 were persons of British 
origin, including :iS, 387, English, 8,- 
50U Scotch, and 30,400 Irish; Com- 
pared with the numbers in tho second 
qjuarfcer of 18711, the total of British 
emigrants showed a decline of motd 
than 25 per cent., tho number being 
considerably lower than tho corres- 
ponding quarter of any year sinco 
1868. Further statistics show that 
emigration has declined in all parts of 
tho United Kingdom. While the num-' 
bor of persons going to othor places 
has considerably fallen off, tho emi- 
grants to the Australian Colonies rose 
to 18,1)01, compared with numbers 
ranging between :3,05S and 6,376 in 
tho Juno quarter of tho eight yours, 
1866-1873. 

Tho "Times" of the 3rd inst, con- 
tains a letter from Prof. J. It. Hine, 
giving the following information re- 
specting the last new comet: "From 
three consecutive nights' observations 
tho now comet of Marseilles, received 
from M. Stophon, I have calculated a 
a first approximation to tho orbit. It 



appears the comet will not reach its 
perihelion till about tho 25th inst., 
but it is already slowly receding from 
tho earth, being distant from us at) tho 
timo of discovery about 55,000,000 
miles. Though ii, may continue visi- 
ble in good telescopes for several 
weeks, it is not likely to become an 
object of any general iutorest, like the 
comet which lias just loft this hemi- 
sphere. Tho elements bear no resem- 
blanco to thoso of any comet previous- 
ly computed." 

Our own correspondent's lettors in- 
forms us that Mr. Butt, Q. C, tho 
Homo Rule agitator, is likely to visit 
Canada and the United States durin, 
tho coming autumn.

Jeffersonville, Intl., Aug. 30. — A 
horrible outrage, resulting in the 
death of tho victim, was committed 
near Henryville last night. Augustus 
Gamier, while walking along the rail- 
road track, was assaulted by three 
men, who robbed him of five dollars, 
anil then bound him across the track 
and left him. He succeeded in free- 
ing his body from the ropes, but be- 
fore he could get his legs looso the 
train came and, though he managed 
to throw his body off the track, his 
loft leg was cut off. He lay beside 
tho track all night, and was picked up 
by a train and brought here. Ho died 
Boon after. 

New York, Aug. 30 — At tho services 
held at Plymouth Church this morn- 
ing and evening, no reference was mado 
to the scandal. At tho evening ser- 
vico Mrs. Beecher had an attack of 
heart diseaso, which she is subject to. 
She had to be carried to her home. 

Twin Mountain, Nh., Aug. 30— Mr. 
Beecher preached here to-day to an 
audience of over one thousand. His 
text was tho 4th and 5th verses of tho 
12th chapter of Romans, and the sermon 
is pronounced to be ono of his most 
successful efforts. 

Nf.w York, Aug. 31 — The Rev. John 
Glendeinng was in court to-day at 
Jersey City, in a suit to compel him to 
maintain the child of Miss Pomoroy. 
Counsel for prosecution endeavored to 
havo tho statement of Miss Pomoroy, 
mado beforo her death, admitted as 
ovidence; failing, ho withdrew tho 
complaint. Gleudening is to bo pro- 
ceeded against on a charge of seduc- 
tion and breach of promise. 

Shrevepobt, Aug. 31 — It is reported 
here that tho prisoners, including the 
Sheriff, Deputy Sheriff, and two tax 
collectors, captured by tho citizens at 
Coushatta on Saturday night, were 
taken from the escort, who were bring- 
ing them here, by fifty armed men, sup- 
posed to be Texans, and killed them. 

Washington, Aug. 31 — Tho sugar 
cases, in which the Bay City Refinery 
and Falkner, Bell & Co., of San Fran- 
cisco, are principally interested, and 
which were appealed to the Treasury 
Bureau, has been decided in favor of 
the government. The question involv- 
ed $10,000 Customs duties. 

New York, Aug. 31.— The steamship 
Constitution arrived at Panama Aug. 
30th.

Vienna, Aug. 30 — The Vienna "Freo 
Press" publishes the text of a circular 
note from the Russian government, 
dated August 10th, declining to re- 
cognize Spain. Tho note says Russia 
cannot recognize a governmont which 
is unrecognized in its own country ,and 
that she has no wish to interfere with 
internal affairs of Spain and favors no 
party there. 

Madhid, Aug. 30. — Gen. Dominq- 
ucz is marching to the relief of Puig- 
cerda. He arrived yesterday at Vich. 
The Carlists made another atfack on 
Puigcerda, and were driven back with 
heavy loss. 

London, Aug. 31. --Tho Quarantine 
regulations havo been put in forco at 
Queenstown, which causes great hin- 
drance to commerce, All persons are 
prohibited leaving or embarking on 
vessels from ports in America, West. 
Indies, or the Mediterranean Sea, until 
it is ascertained such vessels have clean 
bills of health. 

The new ship, Sierra Nevada, which 
sailed from Liverpool July 2nd, lor 
Sail Francisco, took fire and was de- 
stroyed. The crew were saved. 

The Great Eastern, up to yesterday 
noon, had paid out 007 nautical miles 
of tho American Co's. cable.

A Canadian Tragedy— Sad 
Story of Crime 

[Toronto "GIoIju," Any. IB.) 

Guei.ph, Aug. 14. 

Yesterday morning a rumour reach- 
ed Toronto that a most determined at- 
tempt at doublo murder had been 
made in this ordinarily quiettown, and 
much iutorest was felt, to know tho full 
particulars, as it was said some circum- 
stances of a peculiarly painful nature 
was connectod with it. 

The facts, as gleaned from nil avail- 
able sources, appear to be those:— 

JOHN HAZLE, 

a shoomaker, who has lived forsovoral 
years in town and raised a family 
here, has for some time been vory ser- 
iously troubled by tho 

WAYWARD AND VICIOUS DISPOSITION OF HIS 
DAUGHTER. 

a girl of about sixteen, nnd has mado 
repeated efforts to reclaim hor, but to 
no purpose. 

Tho sorrow and disgrace which tho 
girl has- brought upon her family so 
far effected Mr. Hazlo that to reclaim 
hor from tho vicious courso sho was 
pursuing he took advantage of the 
traco of insanity which was apparent in 
her actions to have her 
PLACED in the guelph goal as a lunatic, 
tho certificate having been signed by 
Doctors Herod and Worsfold, and 
there can bo no doubt from tho report 
of these gentlemen that she was some- 
what seriously affected. Mr. Hazle 
placed her in the Magdalen Asylum in 
Toronto, where it soon became evi- 
dent that, she was suffering from disease 
contracted in some unaccountable way, 
and sho was removed to the Hospital, 
from which sho shortly afterwards 
mado her escape, and for some time 
it was not known where she was. 

On Thursday last ho hoard that she 
has been wandering about tho coun- 
try since her escape from tho Magda- 
len, and that sho was then somewhere 
in the neighbourhood of tho Catholic 
Cemetery, in company with

some months ago. He gave no inti- 
mation as to what his intentions were, 
but armed himself with a seven-cham- 
bered revolver, and started up tho 
track in search of her. 

About three-quarters of a mile up 
tho track is situated the Union Ceme- 
tery, of which Mr. Calver is sexton, 
and a short distance from it is tho 
Catholic Cemetery, adjoining which 
is the houso of Mrs. Hurley. The 
two families being very intimate, Miss 
Mary Calver had been on a visit to 
Mrs. Hurley's houso on Thursday 
evening, and Mr. Daniel Hurley had 
proffered his services to escort her 
home, which she accepted. As the 
two were walking along the track, 
that being tho nearest way to Mr. 
Cftlver's house, they heard foot-falls 
behind them, of which, however, thoy 
took no notice thinking that some 
boys wero playing there, as is usually 
the caso at that hour. Mr. Hurley 
then turned to see who the boys wore, 
when 

nE SAW A FLASH 

and became conscious that he bad been 
injured in the eye, but not for some 
moments did he realize that ho had 
been shot, which was the case, tho ball 
having entered his forehead, just 
above the eye, sufficiently near to af- 
fect tho sight, and for tho moment to 
leave the impression, that the eye itself 
had been pierced. Immediately after- 
ward, Hurley having fallen, he be- 
came conscious of two ot her shots be- 
ing tired, which afterwards proved to 
bo those 

FIRED AT MISS CALVER, 

ono of which entered her left cheek, 
and passed out just bolow the ear. She 
did not fall, however, and Hazlo dis- 
charged another shot, which lodged 
in her neck, when sho fell, and the 
would-be murderer dragged her along- 
side the track, saying in a voice of the 
utmost anger, 

"LIE THERE AND DIE," 

and was on tho point of firing at her 
again, when the young lady, with 
presence of mind, said feebly, but for- 
tunately so that he could hear hor, 
"I am Mary Culver," which perfectly 
staggered the man, and in a voice of 
agony he exclaimed, "My God, I've 
made a mistake!" He then lifted the 
girl up, and asking her if she was able 
to walk, assisted her towards her 
father's house, all the way expressing 
tho utmost regret for what ho had 
done. Mr. Hurley in the meantime 
had managed to reach the houso and 
was just tolling tho inmates of tho oc- 
currence when the girl arrived, accom- 
panied by Hazle, who as soon as the 
family put in an appearance mado his 
escape and haB not since been heard 
of. 

Somo of tho family immediately 
drove to the resideneoof Dr. Herod, 
who promptly reponded to the call, 
and rendered all the assistance iu hiH 
power. Soon after Dr. Herod had 
loft his nOioo, a mail left n nolo thoro, 
of which tho following is a copy: — 

"Dr. Herod; — Somo people havo 
been shot. Go to cot tage at tho back 
of tho Catholic Cemetery next tho 
railway track at once, — for God's 
sake !" 

Dr. Herod reports to-night that ho 
has extracted tho ball from tho head 
of tho yo\mg man Hurley, and unless 
brain fever supervenes, ho is likely 
soon to recover. 

With regard to Mies Calver he is not 
so sanguine, as tho ball which entered 
hor neck took a downward and inward 
course, and though it is believed that 
it lias lodged iu tho muscles in tho 
lowor part, of tho neck it may have 
ranged eilher further in or furthor 
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sho recover, prove very troublesome. 
Should inflammation of the parts en- 
sue it is feared the caso will prove fa- 
tal, as the girl is now in such a low 
condition that the least turn might al- 
ter all the hopes and calculations of Dr. 
Herod. ■ • ' 1 

Hazlo is annold soldier, -has a pen- 
sion, and has hitherto borno an irre- 
proachable character. Ho has- a wifo 
and four children in this town. He 
was arrested four days aftor tho com- 
mission of tho crime. 

Great sympathy is expressed for tho 
two injured persons and their families, 
as well as for the family of the would- 
be murderer. Pity is' also felt for 
Hazlo himself, the circumstances lead- 
ing to tho commission of tho deed be- 
ing of such an exceptionally painful 
character that, as no lives 'have yot 
been sacrificed, a strong fooling exists 
tor looking with a lenient spirit on tho 
crime.
